A trip to Fort Bridger at thie—or for that 
matter, at any other season—is always pleasant, 
though when performed by coach somewhat 
fatiguing. Leaving Salt Lake at 4 a. m., on 
the 21st inst., we arrived safe, sound and tired 
at Bridger the following morning. in time to 
partake of a most excellent and refreshing 
breakfast, hospitably awaiting our coming. 
It is remarkable ‘what a softening influence. 
hospitality, kindly greeting, and anticipation 
of one’s every desire, (such as we always find 
at Bridger,) have on a body's disposition. In 
the midst of old friends and a warm welcome, 
your correspondent speedily forgot the fatig- 
ues of his journey, the rough ruts in Parley's 
canon, the deep boles in Echo, and the stiff 
walk up Quaking Asp bill, to say nothing 
of the jolt, jolt, and bump, bump. of Holladay’s 
best stage coach. As we reached Weber river 
a refreshing thunder storm cooled the air and 
laid the dust. All night long the rain fell, 
sometimes in genial showers, sometimes in 
torrents; but with curtains buckled down 
tight, we, the insiders, snoozed away as dry as 
our companion’s last “goak,” awakening now 
and then to sympathize with driver and out 
side messenger. Coming through Echo canon 
and up Yellow Creek hill the night was as 
dark as Erebus, and the road entirely indis- 
tinguishable. Every now and then somebody 
would have to alight and bint out the path, 
lest we tip iucontinently over some yawning 
precipice. Never have we experienced such 
thick darkness. Outside, one conld not see un 
inch beyond bis nose, save when the lightning 
flashed and played pyrotechnical antics around 
our leaders’ beads. Inside, it was so dark 
that we couldn't even “see” the point of our 
comrade’s “goaks.’’ This infinity of darkness 
may perbaps be appreciated by examining the 
Veperrte of the 22d, wherein it is chronicled 
who accompanied us—a “iellow” (like poor 
Yorick) “of infinite jest.“ recognized in army 
Circles as a very “pbunny cuss.”” But we 
didn't upset—we just sat etill and did as they 
do in Illinois when it rains, videlicet: “Let 
it ruin. 

Arrived at Bridger, we found that Colonel 
Williams, Nevada Cavalry, had taken forty 
cavairy men te Bear Lake Valley in pursuit 
of the Cheyennes, said to be ravaging tbat 
country—while Lieut. Matthewson. with forty 
others. had gone further eastward up Green 
river to cut off their retreat, (the Indians, not 
the cavalry). The two bodies will probably 
effect a junction on the Lander cut-off and re- 
turn to this Post shortly. Your correspon- 
dent begins, however, to suspect that the story 
of Indian massacres in Bear Valley. was all stuff 
—mere leather and pruneila—without foun- 
dation. Whether intended as a hoax. or simply 
arose from the fears of some respectable old 
lady, such reports are likely to do harm. The 
cry of “wolf, wolf, „ where there isn’t any 
wolt about the premises, tends to make folks 
careless when real danger menaces. The 
promptness, however, with which the military 
authorities responded to the first intimation of 
danger, is laudable. 


On the 25th inst., three Government trains 
from the Missouri river, numbering in all 
seme 75 wagons, arrived with Commissary 
stores for this military district. About one 
half of these wagons were loaded with flour, 
while many more are just behind—constituting 
a full year’s supply for the troops in the Die- 
trict of Utah.

The latest joke referred 
to, was when a youngster abont 14 years old 
applied to enlist in the Nevada Cavalry, our 
friend ruled him out on the score of age, but 
consolingly recommended him to the Infant ry 
corps. The youngster having canght cold the 
night before, cooly replied, that he was too 
“horse” to respond to that suggest jon. 

On Satnrday, a gay party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen made up an impromptu picnic to the re- 
cently discovered coal oilspring. Taking car- 
riages we went eastward along the stage road 
about 17 miles, then turned off into Pioneer 
Hollow. Here a sumptuons lunch beside a 
clear cold spring renewed our strength for a 
horseback ride of a few miles. The coal oil 
spring is a most wonderful freak of nature. 
For an extent of abont three hundred by fifty 
feet of the side bill, the ground is saturated to 
an unknown depth with tbe oil. The !atter 
breaks forth from the bill side and trickles 
down into the creek below, in apparently 
illimitable quantities. A party of enterpris- 
ing gentlemen have located these springs and 
propose sending to the East for machinery to 
refine it. This and the adjoining territorics 
can be cheaply supplied with a splendid qual- 
ity of coal oil when the machinery arrives. 
These springs are about twenty-two miles from 
Bridger, and one hundred from Great Salt 
Lake City—and within three miles of the stage 
road. Near by is a eplendid vein ef stone coal 
which has also been located by the same par- 
ties. A substantial log house bas been erected 
near by, and everything betokens a speedy 
working of both the coal vein and the oil spring. 
On Saturday the miners held a public meet- 
ing. organized the Bridger Mining District. 
adopted by-laws, and elected Mr. Jobo Sharp 
Recorder—after a spirited contest. 

To-day some emigrants from Virginia City. 
I. T. complained of the doings of a loud mouth 
ed secesh jn their party, named Jeremiah 
Wade, of Mo. Capt. Baldwin, commanding 
Post in the absence of Lt.-Col. Williams, ar- 
rested the rebel and gave him a trial. The 
evidence was conclusive and the self proclaim- 
ed Jeff. Davis sympathizer was committed to 
the Guard House. In the morning he will 
commence the iuteresting operation of pack- 
ing sand, which wholesome exercise will be 
contined as a warning to rebels and as pun- 
ishment for his wordy treason.

This morning at 5 
o'clock the garrison of the stockade at Anna- 
dale, consisting of 275 men of the 6th cav- 
alry, was attacked by the enemy under Mose- 
by, who had two pieces of artillery and two or 
three hundred men. On taking his position. 
Moechy demanded the surrender of the garri- 
son, which was refused. He opened fire with his 
guns, and the cannonading lasted three quar- 
ters of an hour. The garrison still holding 
out. Moseby has withdrawn his forces from 
Annadale and is about ten ane from Alexan- 
dria. 

The Richmond 3 of 22d, bas the fot- 
lowing: Petersburg, 20th--ll a.m. Lieut.- 
General A. P. Hill, commander of our forces, 
was in the fight of yesterday evening. Warren 
was strengthened by the 9th corps. The ene- 
my was driven ubout three quarters of «a mile 
in front, and back about two miles on flank. 
We took 225 prisoners, including nine com- 


missioned officers. At night the fight ended. 


which was a very considerable affuir. The fight 
bas not been resumed thus far to-day. The 
enemy has still possession of the Weldon rail- 
road. Our losses are not heavy. Gen. Cling- 
man was wounded, and Major Lawson was 
killed. The enemy’s loss in killed and woun- 
ded is not ascertained. A Yankee General, 
it is reported by prisuners, was killed. 


Baltimore, Aug. 24th. 

Reliable information from the upper Poto- 
mac shows the report of the rebels having 
cressed to be incorrect. Nothing beyond picket 
firing has transpired to-day. and it is believed 
that the rebels are falling back. 

Memphis. Aug. 23d. 

The Bulletin says the rebel force that enter- 
ed Mempbis on Sunday morning consisted of 
nine regiments of cavalry and four guns, un- 
der Forrest. Only balf of the command en- 
tered the city, the remainder stopping outside 
to prevent their retreat being cut off. They 
captured about 250 prisoners, mostly 100 day 
men, many of whom escaped and others were 
murdered. The rebels fired on the patients 
in the hospitals and sbot several sick soldiers 
after they were captured. Others who were 
unable to keep up witb the cavalry were kill- 
ed. But for the prompt action of the 8th Iowa. 
the prisoners at the Irving prison might have 
been released. The rebels suddenly left the 
city about 6 o'clock, followed by a considera- 
ble force of our troops. A fight occurred near 
Love’s, lasting two hours. The enemy was 
seyerely punished and driven off. Here Cols. 
Starr and Kendrick were wounded in coming 
through the lines. The rebels captured two 
guns, a portion of the 7th Wisconsin cavalry 


und a number of 100 day men. They were 


obliged to abandon the guns in their retreat. 
After the retreat Forrest sent a flag asking ex- 
change ef prisoners, which was denied. When 
last heard from at 7 o’clock on Monday morn- 
ing. the rebels were eight miles beyond None- 
mah creek, in full retreat, Col. Winslow’s cav- 
alry pursuing.

Mining District, held. at Camp Jones, July 16, 
1864, R. Brown was appointed President 
of the meeting, and M. L. Seward Secretary.” 
Tue Chairman stated that the objects of the 

were to create a pew mining district 
within the limits of Snake Valley Mining Dis- 
riet, elect a Recorder and estabiish By-Laws 
Tor the government of said district. 

A committee, consisting of D. C. Jewell, 
Hugh Knepper and Wm. Jarvis were appoiat- 
ed to draft By-Laws. 

The following laws . been presented 
by the committee, were acted upon seriatim, 
and adopted by the meeting. 
» Afticle 1. This District to be known as 
Spake Valley Mining District, to include that 
portion of territory situated in the Territory 
ot Utab, county of Beaver. as follows: Com- 
mencing at the crossing of the Reese River 
road from Minersville ut Snake Creek, running 

ce thirty afites West ; thence thirty miles 
orth ; thence thirty miles East, and thence 
to point of beginning. 
Article 2d. The extent of a claim on any 
mineral veia shall be two hundred feet along 
the lode, with a width of one hundred feet ov 
each side of the lode, including all its dips. 
spurs. angles, depths, Widths, offshoots, out- 
croppings, variations, and all the minerals 
and other valuables therin contained, and pri- 
ority of location shall determine ownership 
of all cross or other leads traversing ground 
claimed under these laws. The discoverer 
and locator of a lead shall be entitled to one 
claim additional for discovery. 

Article 3d. No person shall hold more than 
one claim by loc tion on any one vein; by 
purchase any number of claims may be held. 

Article 4th. All locations shall be made by 
companies, and measured on a horizontal he: 
each company’s location to be designated und 
its extent fully described. 

Article 5th. Each company must do one 
faithful day’s work on their claim in each 
month after the same shall have been located 
one year: on a tailure to do so, the claim or 
claims will be subject to re-location by any 
either person; provided, however, that if tbe 
company are prevented from working by local 
insurrection or rebellion, a failure to do so 
will not forfeit their claims. 

Article sth. Work done, or caused to be 
done by the owners in any tunnel, cut, sbaft, 
water ditch or privilege in good faith for the 
benefit of any claim, shall be considered as 
done on the claim owned by said person or 
company. 

Articie 7th. All claims shall be recorded 
within ten days after a notice of location shall 
have been posted thereon ; but a notice filed 
for record in the Recorder's office, shall be 
considered in all cases equivalent to a record. 

Article Sth. Claims on gold surtace dig- 
gings shall be each two hundred feet square. 

Article 9th. Locators on veins of coal or 
iron shall be entitled to five hundred feet for 
each location, and five hundred feet additional 
for discovery, and in all other respects shall 
be subject to and enjoy all the privileges and 
immunities of these laws. 


Article 10th. All locations made on water 
for mining. ditch, milt privileges, or for irriga- 
tion purposes, shall be respected, and the 
same be reeorded in the book or books of the 
district Recorder, and shall in all other ra- 
spects be subject to and enjoy all the privi- 
leges and immuuities of these laws. 

Article Lith. Whenever three bundred dol- 
ars sball have been expended upon the claims 
of any Company in this district, the ground so 
claimed by said Company. shall be deemed as 
belonging in fee to the owners and their as- 
sigus ; and the same shall not be subject to 
relocation by other parties ever after. except 
by un acknowledged abandonment of the 
ground by the Company, which shall be so 
construed after said ground shall bave lain 
idle for one year; and, except in cases where 
Claims are io litigation. 

Article 12th. Ail voters at meetings to 
regulate mining interests, shall be claim own- 
ers in this district. 

Article 13th. All meetings for the purpose 
of elceton or changing these laws, must be 
called by posting written notices in at beast 
three public places in the district. or by pub 
lishing the sime in some newspaper printed in 
the Territory; enid publication to be made by 
the Recorder (in either case) during at least 
twenty days previous to such meeting, stating 
the object thereof. 

Article 14th. There shall be a Recorder 
chosen from among the miners of the district, 
who sball hold his office during a term of one 
year. une a successor shal! he duly elected. 
which can only be done by a majority ot the 
legal voters present at a meeting for that

Article 16th. The Recorder shall keep 
series of books, in one of which. to record all 
locations, and the other. all transfers of claims 
in this district, to be styled, Book A. B and 
C of Claims,“ and “Book A, B and C of Trans- 
fers,’ in the latter of which he shall place on 
record all deeds of shares nted for that 
purpose, for which be shall be entitled to re- 
ceive a sum not exceeding two dollars and a 
hilf in each case; and all such records with 
the’ u ry revenue stamps effixed, shall be 
deemed legal evidence of sale or ownership, 
us the case may de. | 

Article 17th. All examinations of records 
shall be made in the presence of the Recorder 
‘of his Deputy. When relieved the Recorder 
shall turn over to bis successor all books and 
papers pertaining to his office; he shall have 
aseal,and attest all acknowledgments and 
certificates made by him; vided, that he 
may use bis private seal until the proper seal 
of office shall be procured. 7 

Article 18th. All records and copies thereof, 
properly certified, shall be legal evidence of 
their contents in all Courts in this Territory. 

On motion, the district was declared estab- 
lished, and the By-Laws as above, were 
adopted. 

On motion, James C. Lebmer was unani- 
mously elected Recorder. 

On motion. the President declared the meet- 


ing adjourned.
